Bekker left Shanghai for an unknown destination some time 


during the later part of 1933. 


Enquiries show that aduring the period of his second sojourn 
in this city he was jn very reduced circumstances, On December 


4, 1952, he registered with the Associated Charities of Shanghai 


to which body he applied for help. In the spring of 19353 he 


obtained an employment with the Canidrome, but was soon dismissed 


owing, it is reported, to his work having been found unsatisfactory. 
It_is also reported that as a matter of charity, he was given a _ 
_chanse by a local foreign firm to work as a salesman on a commission 
“basis and that he failed to pay for the coods he had received 


from the firm, 


For some time prior to his departure from Shanghai Bekker

Last month there arrived in Bombay from 
Singapore by the Motor vessel "Himalaya", a former Russian 
by the name of A. a This man holds a passport 
issued by the Bureau of Public Safety at Shanghai, which ; 
according to India ,is No. 19200, granted by the said Bur- 
eau on the 6th December 19352. India also informs me that 
page 9 of this particular passport contains a British 
transit visa for Canton via Hongkong, which was granted 
at Shanghai on the 25th January this year. I have looked 
up our records and find that such a visa was in point of 
fact granted, but that it was placed not on passport No. 
19200 as alleged by India, but on Shanghai Bureau of Public 
Safety passport No. 1611, granted on the same date. 
Further according to India on the attachment passport No. 
19200 ( or what is probably more correct Shanghai passport 
No. 1611)there is a British visa for travel to Bangkok 
through Hongkong in transit, which was granted by the 
British Consulate General at Shanghai,on the 6th Aprili'32. 


A search of our records discloses that a 


visa for this journey was in point of fact granted to

Bekker on that particular date, but on Public Safety 


Bureau passport No. 5407, issued on the Sth April 1952. 


On arrival in India Bekker had no British 


visa for entry into that country, and although his actions 


have not been particularly suspicious, I am anxious to dis- 


cover the correct numbers of any passports which have been 


4ssued to him locally by the Public Safety Bureau.
